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REPORT  OP  EFFINGHAM  PUMING  BOARD 
1979 

During  the  year  of  1979,  the  Planning  Board's  activities  were 
as  follows:   12  regular  meetings;   7  of  these  were  public  hearings, 
3  special  meetings,  7  on-site  inspections  and  several  cases  of  com- 
plaints were  checked  out  by  the  Board. 

On  August  15,  1979  at  a  special  town  meeting,  the  town  voted 
in  the  affirmative  that  a  Master  Plan  should  be  started  immediately. 

Starting  in  November,  1979,  the  Planning  Board  had  a  discussion 
with  the  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission,  using  its  professional 
planning  staff  for  the  development  of  a  Master  Plan.   Our  first  task 
was  a  community  survey  of  our  town. 

In  December  1979  and  January  1980  a  questionnaire  for  a  com- 
munity survey  was  prepared,  a  public  meeting  was  held,  volunteers 
were  picked  and  made  delivery/pick  up  of  the  questionnaires.   Eighty- 
five  fo   of  Effingham  residents  filled  out  the  questionnaires.  Volun- 
teers and  Planning  Board  members  tabulated  the  questionnaires  and 
the  tabulation  summary  was  turned  over  to  the  Lakes  Region  -Planning 
Commission  on  January  17,  1980  for  the  development  of  a  Master  Plan. 
We  would  like  to  thank  the  volunteers  for  their  excellent  work. 

In  May,  1979,  the  Board  lost  an  able  member,  Mr.  Paul  Potter, 
and  we  want  to  thank  him  for  his  contribution  in  Effingham  planning. 
His  replacement  is  Mr.  Eugene  S.  Kirkland  of  South  Effingham. 

In  November,  1979,  Mr.  Raymond  VanTassel  resigned  as  chairman 
of  the  Board  and  we  want  to  congratulate  him  for  his  effort  in  plan- 
ning for  Effingham. 

Citizens  of  Effingham  are  invited  to  attend  our  monthly  meet- 
ings which  are  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  every  month  in  the  Lib- 
rary.

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EFFINGHAM  RESCUE  UNIT  REPORT  FOR  1979 


The  Effingham  Rescue  Unit  experienced  a  dramatic  increase  in 
calls  during  1979,  up  64^  from  1978.   In  total,  members  volunteered 
over  700  manhours  in  rescue  work,  training  and  fundraising  to  con- 
tinue providing  emergency  medical  services  in  the  area,  the  equi- 
valent of  more  than  4  months  of  full  time  work! 

The  1979  Town  Meeting  voted  to  purchase  a  rescue  vehicle;  and 
the  funds  were  spent  to  acquire  a  demonstrator  vehicle  from  New  Eng- 
land Custom  Coach  that  meets  our  needs.   In  addition,  the  Rescue 
Squad  has  spent  $3,100.00  to  finish  equipping  the  vehicle.   Unfor- 
timately,  the  New  Hampshire  Highway  Safety  Agency  rejected  our 
application  for  matching  f\inds  because  Congress  made  budget  cuts 
which  eliminated  rescue  vehicle  funding  for  RY80. 

The  Rescue  Unit  has  assumed  responsibility  for  providing  emer- 
gency ambulance  service  for  taxpayers  and  residents  of  the  town  in 
1980.   If  you  need  emergency  medical  services,  call  the  Ossipee 
Valley  Mutual  Aid  emergency  number  -  539-2261  -  and  request  the 
rescue  squad.   Be  sure  to  give  your  name,  phone  number,  location, 
and  the  nature  of  the  problem;  and  stay  on  the  line  until  the  dispat- 
cher has  all  the  information  he  needs.  We  will  provide  ambulance 
service  to  the  nearest  appropriate  hospital. 

During  the  past  year,  .free  blood  pressure  and  weight  clinics 
have  been  held  in  the  Library  on  the  first  Wednesday  afternoon  of 
each  month. 

All  our  members  wish  to  thank  everyone  who  has  supported  our 
efforts  this  year;  we  will  strive  to  continue  to  deserve  your  faith 
and  confidence.

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REPORT  OP  DISTRICT  FOREST  FIRE  CHIEF 

and 

YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Prevention  and  control  of  forest  fires  is  handled  through  a  co- 
operative effort  between  town/city  fire  organizations  and  the  State 
Forest  Fire  Service. 

Since  1903,  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by  our 
Legislature,  the  State  Forester  has  appointed  soneone  in  each  muni- 
cipality as  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  charged  him  with  the  responsi- 
bility of  forest  fire  prevention  and  control  within  his  town/city. 
This  person  may  ask  the  State  Forester  to  appoint  as  many  Deputy 
Forest  Fire  Wardens  as  may  be  necessary  to  efficiently  carry  out 
his  charge. 

The  State  Forester  has  divided  the  State  into  ten  forest  fire 
districts  with  a  full  time  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  in  each  dis- 
trict.  The  State  organization  is  charged  with  assisting  the  muni- 
cipal forest  fire  organization  in  any  way  possible. 

State  personnel  conduct  fire  training  schools,  assist  with  forest 
fire  suppression,  fire  cause  investigation,  prosecution  of  fire  law 
violators  and  forest  fire  prevention  programs.   Forest  fire  suppres- 
sion equipment  is  purchased  through  State  bulk  purchasing  ability 
and  sold  to  local  forest  fire  organizations  at  one-half  cost.   Ex- 
cess military  property  is  obtained  and  turned  over  to  town/city  fire 
departments  at  no  cost  to  local  departments  for  conversion  into 
fire  suppression  units.   This  cooperative  arrangement  between  State 
and  municipality  has  resulted  in  one  of  the  best  forest  fire  records 
in  the  United  States  with  less  than  one-half  acre  of  woodland  burned 
in  each  fire  reported.

MEALS-ON-WHEELS 

The  Meals-on-Wheels  program  started  in  Effingham  on  January  22, 

1979  and  continued  successfully  through  the  year.   Using  ten  volun- 
teers with  a  few  substitutes,  each  of  whom  drives  one  day  every 
other  week,  the  program  at  the  end  of  1979  served  five  recipients, 
with  a  route  now  26  miles  long. 

The  first  year  was  fully  subsidized.   The  only  money  requested 
of  the  recipients  was  to  share  in  the  cost  of  a  cooler  used  to  trans- 
port the  meals  from  the  Ossipee  Concerned  Citizens  kitchen  in  Center 
Ossipee  to  Abbott's  Store,  where  our  drivers  transfer  the  meals  to 
their  own  coolers.   In  1980  and  in  future  years,  the  Town  will  be 
billed  for  meals,  if  the  program  continues.   The  cost  per  meal  in 

1980  will  be  700;  if  any  recipient  is  able  to  contribute  to  the 
cost  of  the  meals,  that  donation  will  be  reflected  as  income  in  the 
program's  budget. 

Receiving  meals  daily  also  insures  that  recipients  are  checked 
regularly.   This  program  is  a  rewarding  one  and  would  not  be  possible 
without  our  faithful  volunteers  from  Town  and  also  the  drivers  from 
the  Ossipee  Concerned  Citizens  Center,  who  help  us  out  when  necessary.

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WITHDRAWAL  FEASIBILITY  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

The  committee  met  at  various  times  during  the  year,  gathering 
information  on  the  basic  cost  to  the  Town  on  supporting  its  own 
school  system,  grades  1-12. 

It  was  decided  that  the  Town  would  be  well  advised  to  wait  until 
1984  before  actually  starting  its  own  school,  as  that  would  be  the 
first  year  that  all  obligations  to  the  Governor  Wentworth  School 
District  would  be  finished.   That  is,  if  we  could  withdraw  then,  we 
would  no  longer  have  to  pay  out  any  monies  to  any  other  school  dis- 
trict. 

The  next  step  to  be  investigated  was  the  cost  of  building  a  high 
school.   The  State  has  many  specifications  to  meet  if  a  Town  (or 
District)  is  to  receive  State  Aid.   These  pertain  to  the  size  of  the 
grounds,  classroom  size,  hiring  architects,  etc.   Many  of  these  can 
be  eliminated  if  no  State  Aid  is  needed. 

This  brings  up  the  question  of  money.   A  school  for  around  300 
pupils  (minimum  practical  size),  even  if  pre-fabricated  buildings 
were  used,  would  cost  about  2  million  dollars.   This  would  be  initial 
cost  to  build  and  equip.   Teachers  would  be  another  expense,  a  pro- 
jected cost  of  at  least  $  500,000  dollars  a  year.   Keep  in  mind, 
these  figures  do  not  include  State  Aid.   To  get  State  Aid,  meeting 
additional  requirement  would  at  least  double  the  above  figures  which 
are  minimal. 

Something  might  be  done  by  joining  with  another  Town  in  building 
a  school,  in  which  case  the  size  of  the  school  would  be  changed,  as 
well  as  the  location;  the  money  figures  would  also  change. 

It  is  the  committe's  opinion  that  at  this  time  it  does  not  seem 
feasible  to  withdraw  from  the  Governor  Wentworth  School  District. 
However,  if  anyone  can  give  us  any  additional  information  on  how 
costs  might  be  lowered,  we  will  be  glad  to  reconsider  the  problem. 
At  present,  even  a  bare  bones  education  would  seem  too  expensive 
for  Effingham  to  swing  for  itself.
